several years hormone spray- 

ing for early set fruit has 
proved valuable, especially under 
adverse weather conditions. How- 
ever, the increases were not too large 
and the adverse weather conditions 
had rather severe order for 
the increases pay off. weather 
conditions were favorable, was 
waste effort spray with hor- 
mones many cases.

When 
cut open, they were found 
filled with solid meat—there were few 
seeds, and very little matrix. 
Only occasionally was puffy tomato 
found. 

While larger and meatier tomatoes 
are nearly always obtained, weather 
conditions are favorable, the actual 
increases sometimes are not large 
when sugar used with hormone, al- 
though the activated hormone alone 
nearly always gives marked responses. 
This means that sunlight, leaf- 
synthesized carbohydrates are being 
utilized efficiently the activated 
hormone. Boron alone sometimes gave 
some responses, but not nearly 
large.

Fertilizer injury often observed 
when more than 300 pounds per acre 
5-10-10 fertilizer, its equivalent,

When split-boot planters are oper- 
ated present tractor speeds 
miles hour, the fertilizer 
frequently found contact with the 
seed top the soil.

This injury 
most severe when the soil dry.

8-16-16 applied with the seed. Each 
the planters was calibrated apply 
400 pounds per acre 8-16-16 fer- 
tilizer and approximately seeds per 
foot row.

Borgesi Brothers raise some 
acres vegetables for the Boston 
wholesale market and their own 
trucking. They grow wide variety 
fine vegetables, including Sum- 
mer Pascal celery going out under 
their Borgesi Brothers’ label, their 
own selected strain World Beater 
Peppers, and carrots bagged under 
their JOE GEARY label. About 
the only vegetable they don’t raise 
radish, and this has been elimi- 
nated due the work involved 
bunching. 

Their help problem nicely solved 
the use small crew Puerto 
Ricans throughout the season. When 
the help goes home for the winter 
around the middle November, the 
Borgesis spend the winter cleaning 
the fields and equipment, hauling 
hen manure, and doing the many 
necessary chores without outside 
help. 

Around February they start the 
seeds their hot water hotbed. 
“From then on,” Sam says, “there’s 
more slack set out plants 
just soon possible hit the 
early markets.” 

Just they don’t want miss 
out something good, they don’t 
want get stuck regard new 
types seeds and varieties.

These range from little 
three days (with dilan, parathion, 
and EPN tomatoes) and five days 
(with DDT and parathion sweet 
corn), days (with toxaphene 
cabbage and celery and DDT Chi- 
nese cabbage) and days (with Sys- 
tox celery). Dr. Van Middelem 
states that this work with Systox 
still preliminary and that future ex- 
periments may lead shortening this 
interval materially. 

From the standpoint the average 
grower, these time interval recom- 
mendations are probably the most 
tangible and practical result this 
Florida research date. 

Another result this research 
that Drs. Van Middelem and Waites 
can say with assurance that Florida 
vegetable growers can get protection 
from insects all season—and without 
danger exceeding Miller Bill tol- 
erances—by using some suitable com- 
bination insecticides. 

For example, cabbage, grower 
might use DDT toxaphene until 
days before harvest. Then 
could use parathion malathion— 
these materials were effective 
against the question—until 
seven days before harvest. Toxaphene 
could used snap beans until 
days before harvest, then parathion 
malathion could used until three 
days before harvest.

NEMATODES CONTROL 
INSECT PESTS 


ideas insect control are

THERE one man your com- 
munity who would pay you 
know what thinks you, 
your banker. Who else has much 
say about your affairs? Who else 
has the power decide whether you 
expand and move ahead bust 
because lack capital? 

Growers who attended the joint 
meeting the New York State 
Vegetable Growers Association and 
the Empire State Potato Club 
Buffalo last month had the novel— 
and profitable—experience look- 
ing themselves through bankers’ 
eyes. 

David Nolan, agricultural credit 
expert from Norwich, N.Y., told 
them just how banker looks upon 
their vegetable operations. 

young man starting out 
farming nowadays should ask him- 
self two questions, Nolan said. One 
is, “Who will lend $100,000 
get started?” 

Two is, “Why should he?” 

pointed out why the farmer 
needs good line credit. Whereas 
industry has $12,000 $13,000 in- 
vested per worker, the farmer has 
least twice much. has more 
money tied per worker than U.S. 
Steel. The wise use credit, Nolan 
said, just important the 
farm operation good line 
machinery fertilizer. 


emphasized that the grower 
must have efficient operation the 
banker renew financing each 
year, because the margin profit 
narrow potatoes and vegeta- 
bles. advised growers, “Keep the 
banker informed your plans and 
work with him closely.”

Growers can’t bank help from 
federal policies and will never get 
legislation that will take care the 
farm problem, Nolan added.
